Gentlemen:-The personnel of the Board of Trustees has remained the 
Same as last year, and they have shown the same fine spirit of in- 
terest and service as heretofore. 


There have been several additions to the staff. Mrs. Smilie 
Leser and Miss Gladys Nussman, formerly employed as pages, were 
added to the regular staff on September 1, 1931, and liiss Elizabeth 
Hudlow, a graduate of the University of California at Los Angeles, 
has been attached to the staff. We feel that we have a particularly 
efficient and cooperative group in the Librarian and her assistants, 
and that the city is to be congratulated on the fine type of ser- 
vice rendered in its library. 


We have continued the giving of radio book reviews weekly over 
K.F.X.il. by Mary Belle Kellogg and Blizabeth Harrison. These re- 
views add to the useful service of the library by disseminating in- 
formation on new books. 


We have closed the main stairway to the reference room, thereby 
securing greater quiet for students and readers, and have removed 
the newspapers from the reference room, making a place for them up- 
stairs. A rearrangement of the non-fiction stacks permits better 
supervision of the users of the library. 


The use of the library building and the circuhation of books 
has greatly increased in the period of depression and unemployment 
and has taxed our resources to the utmost. Surely the library is 
a stabilizing institution in these times of confusion and upheaval. 
It is our aim to be of the greatest possible service to the people 


of San Bernardino.

The greatest apparent increase in Library service during the 
past year has been in the circulation department. The Library is 
able to record for the year 1951-52 the largest circulation in its 
history: 352,697 books were circulated, an”’increase over 1930-351 
of 42,727 books. 


In a model Library each staff member is supposed to be able to 
circulate 20,000 books per year; in our Library, under the pressure 
of the increased demand for books, each memver of the staff circulates 
26,805 books per year. This record for efficiency would not have been 
possible without the new checking system inaugurated about a year ago. 


The following table of statistics in 1921 and 1931 offers an in- 
teresting comparison between the circulation, expenditures and staff 
ten years ago and this year:

By the above figures we see that the circulation of the past 
year was 23 times that of ten years ago. 


The number of books purchased during the past year was 2,977, 
Of these some of the most helpful were the new edition of the Ency- 
clopedia Americana, new edition of the Lincoln Library, and the 
National Service Manual. 


The Library has added to its equipment a 50 drawer catalog case 
to care for the increased catalog cards.

Gentlemen:-The personnel of the Board of Trustees has remained the same 
until the oh of administration on May 11, and I wish to express my 
appreciation the spirit of cooperation and of loyalty to the library 
thet all the trustees have shown, I especially wish to acknowledge our 
indebtedness to the reti:ing members of the Board, Mrs. J. ©. Preston 
and Mr. B. C, Huntley, who have been most faithful and helpful during 
the four years of their term, particularly Mr. Huntley who has served 
during that time as the very competent secretary of the Board. With the 
Board as at present constituted we expect a continuation of good feel- 
ing and efficiency. 


There have been no changes on the regular staff. We have found it 
advisable to have page help by the hour, increasing the number of pages 
in times of stress. 


The Branch in Hilbig's drug store has been a help to our patrons 
in the northern part of town, especially the children, but it is inevi- 
tably a drain on our resources of staff and books. 


During this time of economic depression our library like others 
has had greatly increased patronage, taxing our resources to the utmost. 
It has been our aim to make our facilities as helpful as possible and 
we have had splendid cooperation from a devoted and efficient staff. 


We have during the year received from the estate of Dr. Edgar, a 
legacy of 8500.00 which has been spent entirely in the purchase of non- 
fiction books of permanent value. 


The library has received from Mr. Howard Surr an electrically 
cooled drinking fountain which is a great boon not only to patrons of 
the library but also to passers—by. 


We have made a few changes in the interest of efficiency, install- 
, a Dicknen charging machine for charging books, which is more speedy 
more accurate than the old system. Also we have arranged the charging 
desk near the door in accordance with approved library practice. 


We have remodeled the front door, doing away with the dengerous 
revolving door which might easily become jammed in time of earthquake 
or panic with disastrous results. 


Different members of our staff have been giving regular book ree 
views by radio, thus stimulating the intelligent use of the library. 


We still need new furnaces as the old may fail at any minute, 
also sundry other improvements to promote efficiency. 


| We are compelled to do more work per member of the staff than 
mest libraries, but such an admirable spirit of cooperation and help- 
fulness prevaile among all our workers from Librar to pages that 
Loot, payed gan be assured of a contimaation of cheerful and efficient 
se ee.

Circulation Department, 


The present year has been a busy one for the library with an average 
circulation of 765 books per day. The years circulation amounted to 22160 
more books than the previous year. The work connected with the circulation 
alone has kept the staff very busy. 


Reference Department. 


The use of the Reference Department increases constantly. During the 
past year, besides. the reference librarian an extra attendant has been re- 
Quired four evenings a week. The department has added to its shelves, among 
other books, a set of the Dictionary of American Biography, the new edition 
of the Encyclopedia Brittanica, the Encyclopedia of Social Science and the 
Smithsonian Scientific Series. 


Children's Department. 


The Children's Department has been able this year to give its small 
patrons an unusual amount of personal service. This resulted in an average 
increased circulation of 47 books per day more than last year; the circu- 
lation this year being 67144, last year 52386.

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ANNUAL LIBRARY REPORT. 


To the Honorable Mayor and the Members of the Common Council of 
San Bernardino, California. 


Gentlemen:-The personnel of the Board of Trustees has remained the 
same as last year until the new appointments were made in May when Mr. 
John M. Oakey and Mrs. Henry Goodcell were appointed to the two vacan- 
cies. The trustees have shown a faithful interest in the affairs of the 
Library, doing their best to promote its efficiency in the community. 


Our staff has remained very largely the same body of devoted and 
efficient workers. Miss Emma Bates, who had given most satisfactory 
service as assistant in the Children's Room, was obliged to leave town 
on October first and in her place we have had Miss Kring Rodgerse We 
have a page in the Children's Room as well as one upstairs thereby re- 


-lieving the trained workers for their own work which demands all their 


time. 


The great achievement of the year has been the establishment of a 
Branch Library in the Eliot School at the request of the Parent-Teacher 
Association of that school. Through the courteous cooperation of Mr. Hol- 
brook and Miss Sylvia Waters we were allowed the use of a schoolroom 
three afternoons a week. 


This branch has amply justified itsekf in the patronage,,especially 
of children whose parents are unwilling that they should take the long 
and hazardous trip to the Main Library. We have also served the adults 
of the region though in less degree. If we are compelled to move by our 
somewhat limited quarters the adult circula tion will doubtless increase. 


It has however required two members of the staff to maintain the 
Branch and has cramped us in our work at the Main Library. We really 
need two additional workers in order to function efficiently as the town 
is growing and the burden has been heavy these last six months with a11 


our force working under pressure. 


‘The Reference Department cooperates with the city schools and with 
the Junior College, the reference books at the Branch being used by the 
pupils of the Arrowview Junior High School. At times our facilities are 
strained to the utmost in the effort to render the desired assistance 
to our young peoplee 


I am happy to report that last fall we were able to vote a long= 


planned raise in salaries which now can be compared with those offered 


by other libraries. of our size. 


We have some new equipment, a new radiator in the Children's Room 
and six tables and four dozen chairs in the Keference Room. One of our 
chief present needs is an adding machine. 
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As has been our custom we have kept regular library hours 9 A.li. 
poe 9 P. M. on Sundays and holidays, the Library being open for reading

At 
that time Mr. Arthur Neumann and Dr. Allen L. Haenszel were ap— 
pointed to the two vacancies made by the expiration of the terms 
of Mrs. Marion L. Goodcell, president, hs ee John Oakey, secre-— 
tary. Throughout the year the trustees have shown a commendable 
and intelligent interest in the affairs of the library. 


In the staff, the only changes were caused by the resigna- 
tion of Urs. Henrietta Harper, assistant, and Walter Peters, page. 


Miss Elizabeth Hudlow wes appointed et the close of last year to (i 
fill Mrs. Harper's place, and Eric Spain was given the position +-~~ ~~ 
of page. 


The past year has been unique in the history of the library. 
in accordance with the times, the library budget has been greatly 
reduced, while, at the same time, the library patronage has great- 

ae ly increased. The appropriation of $27,000.00, which the library 
had been receiving for the last three years, was this year reduced 
to $21,000.00. During the past four years, the population of our 
city has increased 4 per cent and the circulation of the books has 
increased 35 per cent, while the budget has been cut 22 per cent. 

Nevertheless, by careful planning the library has overated on 
this smaller budget without curtailing, as has been done in many 
Cities, the hours of service to the public. It was, however, 
necessary to cut the book list $2,000.00, to reduce the magazine 
Subscription list, and to make curtailments in other lines. Suc- 
cessive lean years would seriously reduce the usefulness of the 
library since with so large a circulation the books are rapidly 
wearing out. The fact must be recognized that if the library is 
to be a vital force in the progressive thought of our city, it 
must meet the demand for new books.

The circulation has continued to increase even though the new 
books purchased were limited by the fact that the book fund was cut 
in two. There were 24,600 more books circulated this year than last, 
and 98,060 more than four years ago. During this four-year period, 
the staff increased by only one extra half-time assistant. To handle 
so large a circulation of books requires most of the time of the whole 
staff, leaving little time for other library work. 


The Reference Department is put into more practical use all the 
time. The mining books and automobile books have been greatly in de- 
mand. This department of the library has besides been of very prac- 
tical help to men and women seeking new vocations with which to meet 
the changed times. 


The patronage of the Children's Department has increased as well 
as that of the other departments. Not only have more books been used 
by teachers this year than ever before, but the circulation to the 
juvenile readers has shown an advance over the previous year. 


The greatest need of the library at the present time is for re- 
placement copies of fiction books. The wear on these has been so hard 
that within the next few months a great number will be beyond repair. 
Many of the useful non-fiction books need to be rebound, and so pre- 
served for use. 


The library wishes to thank those of our patrons who have made 
gifts of books. We urge more of our citizens to think of the library 
when they have books which they are not using. 


I wish to thank members of the Board for their interect and co- 
operation in solving the library problems. 


I appreciate the place the library staff fills in the success of 
the library and commend my assistants for their willing service.

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ANNUAL LIBRARY REPORT. 


To vthe Honorable Mayor and the Members of the Common Council of 
the City of San Bernardino, California. 


Gentlemen:=- The personnel of the Board of Library Trustees is the 
same as last year and the chairman wishes to express her appreciation 
of the interest and cooperative spirit shown by all members of the Board. 
They have come cheerfully to regular and called meetings, except when 
prevented, and have shown a willingness to take responsibility for the de- 
tails inevitable in the administration of the Library, especially in the 
Matter of repairs and alterations. 


We have used our best conscience and judgement to spend the city money 
wisely to obtain best results in books, equipment and, perhaps most im- 
portant, in an efficient and contented staff. 


The Library is open for the exchange of books as well as for reading 
every day in the year from nine to nane and though this practise makes for 
hardship to members of the staff it seems justified by the increasing use 
of the Library on Sundays and holidays. 


The members of the staff who have been longest with us have all re- 
mained with the Library, a fact which contributes to efficiency. We have 
enlarged the force according to program, adding lirs. Henrietta Harper in 
Novembere In November Miss Florine #leming resigned and her place was 
taken by Miss Fay Nicholson, substitutee She-in turn resigned in March 
and her place was filled in June by Miss Florence Gilbert. 


We have added to the staff a page, a young man from the Library S8er- 
vice course in the High School who comes in the evening to put away the re- 
#urned books, thus relieving the trained assistants of this heavy work and 
enabling them to carry on the rest of the routine. 


The work has now increased to the point where it becomes advisable to 
Specialise more than hitherto and the children's work, referencework and 
so forth will for the most part be given to special members of the force. 
A new department, that of publicity, has been added, according to the best 
library practise, and one of the assistants has been assigned to take care 
Of it in addition to her other duties. 


We feel that all our staff work diligently and faithfully and we have 
had many compliments from visiting professional library workers as to our 
efficient and cheerful service. 


The Librarian, one assistant and the president of the trustees attend- 
ed the convention of the Sixth District of the California Library Associa- 
tion at Fullerton, February 6, and the Librarian, Cataloguer, one assistant 
and the president attended the convention of the California Library Asso 
ciation at Long Beach, June 3-5. There were enlightening talks by experts, 
much broadening discussion as to Library practise and interesting and in- 
structive exhibits. These conventions constitute a valuable method of 
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continuing the training of our workers who often learn economies of time 
or money that are of great immediate advantage to the Library. 


Our circulation has increased, perhaps no more than might be ex- 
pected from the growth of the city, but our reference work has increased 
enormously, largely on account of the much greater use made of the Li- 
brary by the High School students. We have cooperated with the schools, 
especially with the Art Department of the High School and at their re- 
Quest have procured books and periodicals that have been much used and 
enjoyed. 


As we have found ourselves cramped for room we are making some 
alterations in the building. By removing partitions, making available 
the old furnace room and condensing the store rooms we shall heave en- 
larged facilities for serving the public. The debators® room where con- 
versation is allowed, will now be in the basement and some of the current 
periodicals will be down stairs in addition to the newspapers. The for- 
mer debators' room will be used for new books and the attendant there will 
try to be ready with information as to the recent accessions. 


In spite of the enlarged staff we cannot keep pace with the de- 
mands on the Library and the alteration in the building will involve 
additional supervision in the newspaper and periodical room. 

We appreciate the sympathetic interest taken in the Library by 
the Mayor and the Council and hope they will understand our problems suf- 


ficiently to accede to our request for an increased appropriation without 
which we cannot serve the city efficiently.

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Large daily circulation of books has kept the Library staff 
very busy during the past year. The average circulation per day 
for the 365 days of the year (including Sundays) was 521 books. 

On three different days the circulation passed the thousand mark, 
January 2nd 1116;April 10th 1025; April 17th 1129. ‘The annual 
eciruclation totaled 190,287 books. This was an increase of 14,087 
over last year. 


More and more the library is being used as a place to read 
(even by those who do not draw out books). The tables which seemed 
last year to give ample room for readers are this year filled al- 
most to capacity. Reference work, also, has been very heavy. The 
Library staff cannot give the service it should unless one or two 
assistants are added next yeare 


} Additional reading rooms provided by the remodeling of the 
building offer increased opportunities for service but such op- 
portunities cannot be met efficiently without increasing the staff. 


By the opening up of a "New Book Room" at the left of the 
desk especial prominence will next year be given the new books. 


Besides the new books purchased this year there have been 
purchased many of the older valuable books of fiction to replace 
those worn out. Some of these have been bought in fine illustrated 
editionse 


During the year an invoice of the books in the library was 
taken. This has not been done since 1918. It was a large under- 
taking and showed the usual number of books missing. 


The last few months more than usual attention has been given 
to newspaper publicity for the library. The results have been so 
goqd that it is planned to enlarge this part of the work nest yeare 


The Librarian appreciates the generosity of the newspapers 
through the year. She wishes to thank all who have made during the 
year gifts of books. She pays tribute to her fellows on the staff 
for their fine spirit and excellent work. Her thanks are heartily 
rendered to the Board for its unfailing interest and support.

To our very great regret and loss, Mrs. Celia M. Hilke, 
for many years president of the Board, resigned on account 
of leaving the city. Mrs. Hilke was a gracious and compe- 
tent president of the Board and it was a pleasure to work 
under her leadership. 


Mr. Arthur J. Brown was appointed to fill the vacancy 
caused by her withdrawal. Mr. Phipps and irs. Goodcell, 
whose terms expired May 1, were reappointed by the Mayore 


We have e Board that is interested in caring for the 
business side of the Library administration as well as in 
giving the people of the city efficient library service. 

All members of the Board take their duties seriously, cheer- 
fully giving their time to the affairs of the Library. 


The Library of San Bernardino exists to serve the public 
and one of its great distinctions is that it is open for the 
exchange of books as well as for reading, from nine to nine, 
every day of the year. By no means all libraries give this 
service but in San Bernardino it is used and appreciated, 2s 
many who most need and enjoy the Library can use it most con- 
veniently on Sundays and holidays. 


Three members of the staff attended the District Conven- 
tion at Riverside, Feb. 21, and the Board sent the Librarian 
and the President to the Convention of the C.L.A. at Eureka, 
June 29-July 1. These conventions give an opportunity for 
getting in touch with those who have similar problems and 
discussing the best procedure. Incidentally, they put the 
city of San Bernardino on the map as am alert and progressive 
community in sending representatives to these meetings. 
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As the population of the city has made a phenomenal 
growth, the demands upon the Library have greatly increas-~ 
ea and whereas in the year ending June 30,1924, we circue- 
lated 152,074 volumes, the circulation has now increased 
to 176,209. 


This increased service has strained the facilities of 
the Library and staff and it is evident that we shall need 
at least one additional assistant during the year. Of 
course increased circulation means greater wear and tear as 
well as more service and more books and as.the city grows 
our expenses increase all along the line.

catalogue cases 


The District Convention held at Alhambra on Jan.26, 
was attended by three members of the Staif.and one Trus- 
tee. The Annual Convention of the California Library 
Association was held at Hotel Huntington, Pasadena, April 
28630. Kach member of the Staff was in attendance at 
least once during the convention, the Librarian every day 
and two of the Trustees part time. We consider attend-= 
ance at these conventions very essential and profitable. 
It furnishes opportunity to learn of improved methods, 
and serves as an uplift and inspiration to the workers.

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The past year has been an unusually busy one in the cire- 
culation department. The report for last year 1922-1923 showed 
the large increase over the previous year of 4,108 books cir« 
culated. This year's report shows more than twice as large an 
increase. The books circulated for this year being 152,074 as 
compared with 140,675 of last year, or 11,399 more boots than 
last year. 


The reclassifying according to a more modern method of all 
books on biography was one of the worth while accomplishments of 
the year. This meant the renumbering and reclassifying of 1,400 
books. 


With the purchase of a good many more books than usual the 
Children's Department has been brought up to a higher standard. 
it was also necessary this year to replace many of the clder 
books in the main library. Some of the reference books of im- 
portance purchased were the latest edition of the encyclopedia 
Americana, Black's Law Dietionary, Dorland’s American Illustra+« 
ted liedical Dictionary, the Cambridge History of American Lite- 
erature and the New Larned History of Ready Reference. Our pa- 
trons will enjoy the twenty=two volumes of House Beautiful and 
the thirty-six volumes of Country Life just bound for circula- 
tion.
